5. We deaiand that all eleotlona 
•ball be honestly conducted atid de- 
clare that the cause of good govern- 
ment and the future happiness and 
welfare of the people of Kpntticky Is 
InBeparably bound In thn giipprea- 
alon of all abusoa and crimes againat 
an honest ballot, that have an unfort- 
unately diagraoed our atate under 
Demooratlc rule, depriving tbe peopin 
of tbdr rigbttnl heritage— rapreaent- 
atlTe govwrnihent. 

The law for refrlHtratlon certificates 
Imposed 011 the state hy the Democrat- 
ic party fnr Immoral political pur- 
poaes. whoretiy votes In Kcntncky 
have become negotiable Ihm 1 imn uts.

pealed. 

3. The Judiciary of the state. In 
both the circuit and appellate cotirts.

T). We demand the redlstrictlnft of 
Kentucky In legislative, senatorial.

Conftltutlen, and not aa at preawt, 
in flaimat Ttoiatlon tbersof. ' 

6. There ahould be prompt and effl- 
cicnt enforcement of the ciimlnal lawa 
of every kind, and at all tlmas, but 
especially at this time do we call for 
the rigid enforcement of the law ■ 
againat tboae torma of crimes ifMch

We call for better schools and

nomination of tbe same candidate by 
the different parties. 

12. We condemn tbe law. passed

IS. We condemn the enactment by 
the Democratic party of a large num- 
ber of uhnoxlouB tax laws and the cre- 
ation uf usaless ofUcera aa the reward 
of partisan service, and we promise.

Ceneluslon. 

For years past the legislation en- 
acted by the Denjocrallc party and

The chief 
aim of auch legislation has been the 
continued holding of oBce, and the 
creation of new ofllcers to be traded 
in as rewards for party service. 

Tbe citizen ia at luast realizing, as 
never before, thai the udniinistration 
of public affairs is a bualness that 
comes close, home to him; that such 
business must be honestly and effici- 
ently conducted and that his ballot 
should not be oast as a matter of sent' 
imant, but for that candidate or that 
party whloh show* tbe hlgheet capac- 
ity for properly conducting the affairs
